Summary of reasons for decision: 

The DVD contains a feature and six trailers consisting of explicit depictions of sexual activity 
between men and is intended for adult entertainment and sexual arousal. Two excisions are 
required to remove depictions of urination in a sexual context at the end of the feature and in 
one trailer. The depictions encourage acceptance of the use of urine as a pleasurable sexual 
practice. With this material intact, the DVD promotes and supports the use of urine in 
association with sexual conduct. The excision to the feature also includes part of the sexual 
activity before urination begins, where a man clearly shows the effects of being subjected to 
extremely rough and degrading sexual conduct by a group of men over a considerable period. 

Had the required excisions been made the publication would have been classified as 
objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have 
attained the age of 18 years. The owner declined the opportunity to make the excisions and the 
publication is therefore classified as objectionable. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
on the application of the classification criteria. The classification interferes with the freedom of 
expression. However, the decision is consistent with Parliament's intentions and is a reasonable 
and demonstrably justified limitation on the freedom of expression.
